Minister Discusses Farm Policy— 
States Every Bushel of Wheat 
Will Be Needed 


‘‘(DON’T INCREASE ACREAGE” 


Hon. J. G. Gardiner Declares 
Canadian Wheat Surplus 
Blessing to Empire 


WINNIPEG, Nov. 15th.—Declar- 
ing that Canada must take a long- 
range view of agriculture’s role in 
war-time, Hon. J. G. Gardiner, Mini- 
ster of Agriculture, speaking at a 
dinner held in connection with the 
Annual Meeting of the United Grain 
Growers Limited here tonight, said, 
‘“‘If peace terms are made soon or late 
which are lasting, people will go back 
to normal production of other things, 
and every bushel of our wheat will be 
required to feed people in times of 
peace just as it was from 19383 to 
1937. 

Wiil Require Every Bushel 

“Since 1937,’ stated Mr. Gardiner, 
‘‘we have piled up the largest surplus 
of wheat ever registered in Canada, 
and it has turned out to be a blessing 
to the British Empire that it is here. 
We now have 600,000,000 bushels still 
in Canada, about 125,000,000 of which 
will be required in Canada. If armies 
overrun the wheat fields of Europe 
every bushel of that surplus will be 
required.”’ 

r. Gardiner stressed the import- 
ance of giving more consideration to 
bacon, eggs and cheese production, 
and added, “if the war continues, 
Britain will want more beef, butter 
and eggs than we could make available 
at present. I am firmly of the opinion 
that whether we can realize the desired 
price at present, we should keep bacon 
and cheese going forward, confident 
that it is the best long-time policy.”’ 


Control May Be Necessary in Canada 
Pointing out that the British food 
ministry had requisitioned pork pro- 
ducts entering Britain at an established 
rice, controlling . distribution abso- 
utely, Mr. Gardiner said, “It will be 
apparent that so long as Britain follows 
such a policy it would be possible and 
probably advisable that we should 
enter into an understanding with the 
British Government as to supplies 
and prices.’ If that were done, it would 
also be necessary. to direct production 


and prue in Canada through under- 
i 


standing with processors and pro- 
ducers.” 

It would take two years to get into 
the swing of greater production of 
beef and dairy products and if the 
war continued for two years or more, 
“greater demands will be made upon 
our supplies than can even be estimated 
at present.”

Mr. Gardiner stated average for the

Assist Tenant Farmers to 
Buy Farms

During the: past three years, 
the U.S. administration has spent 
$75,000,000 in assisting tenant 
farmers to buy land of their own; 
loans for over 6,000 families have 
been approved, and half that 
number have moved on to their 
farms. The legislation provides 
for 40-year loans at 3 per cent 
interest, and, it is hoped by this 
means to offset, in part at least, 
the increase in the number of 
tenant farmers, which has been at 
| the rate of some 40,000 a year. 
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The last seaport held by the Chinese 
Government fell into the hands of 
the Japanese, says a Tokyo despatch.

Should Not Increase Acreage 

“T am of the opinion that neither 
the demands of wartime nor a return 
to conditions of peace suggest that 
our war effort or agricultural industry 
would benefit from an increase in 
acreage sown to wheat at this time.” 

Through rehabilitation plans, more 
and more sub-marginal lands should 
be got under government control in 
the meantime. If ever used for 
wheat production during war, these 
lands should be so used under 
government supervision and taken 
out of wheat production imme- 
diately the war is over. 

Should the war result in increased 
returns to agriculture, such extra 
monies should be used to consolidate 
the farm to make for more stability 
in peacetime agriculture. “Tl am 
more concerned with bringing agricul- 
ture out of this war in a sound position 
than I am with anything else except 
winning the war,’”’ said the Minister. 
‘‘Por that agriculture must be soundly 
established on a long-time fair average 


than‘ upon a super price for two years ,

Boards Organized at Ottawa 
Playing Important Role in 
War-time Activities 


—— 


CONSERVE RESOURCES 
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Check on Export of Capital—Vast . 
Air Scheme—Control of

OTTAWA, Nov. 15th.—When the 
story of Canada’s wartime activities 
comes to be written in the future, 
considerable space is sure to be given 
to the boards at Ottawa which harness 
and direct certain phases of the coun- 
try’s economic effort. These boards 
help to pick up the loose economic 
ends so palpably apparent in a demo- 
cratic country when it is suddenly 
faced with war. 


Foreign Exchange Control 


One of these bodies which is receiving 
commendation for work already ac-- 
complished is the Foreign Exchange 
Control Board. Much of the work 
of this body is of a highly technical 
character, but its activities directly 
or indirectly affect. the economic life 
of the whole country. Financial ex- 
perts point out that the board has 
helped maintain an orderly and stable 
capital market in Canada. It has 
prevented sharp fluctuations in foreign 
exchange, and thus has helped those 
engaged in foreign trade. 

A very important part of its task 
has been the conservation of Canada’s 
foreign resources. These resources 
are the foreign assets‘ of Canadians, 
and foreign exchange received by 
Canadians from the sale of exports 
such as wheat, wood, metals, ete. 
Canada’s war.effort,. requires, and will 
doubtless require..more’.and more, 
certain raw and mantfactured “ma- 
terials from abroad and_ thesewill 
be paid for by the exchange received ” 
from exports. 


Prevent Export of Capital 


The regulations of the board have 
prevented the export of capital on 
any large scale, which might have 
impaired Canada’s ability to purchase 
needed imports. 


Vast Air Training Program 


At conferences now taking place 
in Ottawa the Commonwealth co- 
operative air training plan is rapidly 
being moulded into shape. The pro- 
ject is of such magnitude that there 
are probably still questions to be 
decided upon, such as the method of 
distributing costs among the four 
nations, Britain, Australia, New Zea- 
land and Canada; but there is no 
doubt that the plan is ready to be 
launched at any moment now, and 
starting probably on a moderate scale, 
this vast enterprise wilk spread across 
the country.

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one cultural argument in favor of the 
Federal union of European States. 
Chief Economic Argument 

The important economic argument 
is that the average size of the European 
nation-state (is disproportionately 
small for the productive-capacity and 
market-range of modern industrial 


society. The size of the political 
unit is always conditioned by the 
economic range in any society. here 


the technological situation is such that 
village or ‘tribal .self-sufficiency is the 
natural mode, then the political unit 
will be the tribe or clan. No larger 
political unit-is necessitated until a 
change in the technology (in the 
efficiency of the instruments of pro- 
duction, transportation, etc.) creates 
a new situation. Then you step up 
to the nation. And, finally, in a world 
of aeroplanes and radios, the nation 
becomes too small to be adequate 
creating all kinds of tensions and 
eruptions /until it shall be superseded. 

It is also. true, of course, that if 
you had completely free trade and 
reasonable human understanding be- 
tween one national group and another, 
these disastrous results would not 
happen. But in a world of nations 
concerned short-sightedly: with self-— 
defence and national ‘‘interests,’’ you 
get tariffs and customs barriers which 
strangle trade and run directly counter 
to. the basic technological necessity. 
Europe is the crying example of that 
fatal incompatibility, because of course, 
it is in Europe that local ‘‘national’’ 
traditions have been most deeply 
inbred. 

Federation Alone Meets Need 

In that situation, there is no way 
of relieving the increasingly intoler- 
able tensions except to create a larger 
area of free, economic operation than 
the nation, while at the same time 
allowing full freedom in _ cultural 
matters to each of 'the regions which 
have distinctive ‘‘folk-ways.’’ There 
is only one form of political organi- 
sation by which that double aim can 
be attained—lIederation. Self-deter- 
mination and the independence of 
nationalities will give you the latter 
but not the former. Unification of 
Europe under the domination of one 
power such as Nazi Germany will 
give you the larger field of economic 
operation but at the same time a 


sterile and inhuman. cultural uni- 
formity. 
The Political Argument 
The chief political argument in 


favor of the United States of Harope 
draws attention to the fact that the 


fatal defect of the 1919 League of 
‘Nations lay in the absence of effective 


instruments of coercion to uphold 
collective international decisions and 
the extent to which real sovereignty | 
was retained by the individual nation- 
state. 

The fact is that no society is con- 
ceivable without law, no law without 
police-force, and no law. and police 
except as a function of &;:duly estab- 
lished sovereignty. If sovereignty is 
national, then the-effective range of 
law remains national and no more. 
Effective international law implies the 
pooled sovereignty of a federal union. 
mnly when nations see the necessity 
of denying themselves the right to be 
‘‘a law unto themselves,’’ only when 
they make a really operative commit- 
ment to each other (in terms of such 
real things as currency and military 
forces) can a real supra-national 
society be said to exist—and European 
peace and stability be given an ade- 
quate foundation. 

The Cultural Argument 

Finally, the cultural argument. It 
is in fact twofold. It maintains that 
the exaggerated nationalism of the - 
last century or two has been fatal to 
European culture both in its contij- 
nental and its regional forms. Europe 
has a real cultural existence and 
heritage, deeper and more significant 
than any national variations ag be- 
tween French, German, Italian, Eng- 
lish and so‘on. At the same time, 
nationaligm has insisted, for its own 
purposes of power, in over-riding valid 
and important differences of regional 
culture. The Third Reich, for instance, 
emphasizes Unity (“ein Volk, . ein 
Reich, ein Fuhrer’) precisely because 
it has so little real unity, because the

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WHAT WE FIGHT FOR 

If there had been a new Munich— 
if the aggression against Poland late in 
August had not been challenged—the 
Nazi conception of-life would have 
come within a brief period of time to 
be dominant in Europe, and giant 
strides would have been made by 


~ Hitler towards world power. 


That, in our judgment, constitutes 
a sufficient reason why all those who 
hope to assist in building a free and 
democratic human society should give 
their support to the countries whose 
statesmen, after many hesitations, fin- 
ally decided to make a stand. 

Those who cried ‘Stop Hitler!’ in 
the fall of 1938, when Czechoslovakia 
was threatened, cannot consistently 
ery “Stop the War!” now that a stand 
has been made. 

But if this war is tot to end as 
disastrously as the last, our aims must 
be very clearly defined. We must be 
prepared, even while the war continues, 


and while the greater part of the. 


national effort is necessarily devoted 
to the prosecution of the war, to con- 
sider what sort of settlement shall—f 


we succeed—be sought by the peoples 


of France and Britain and the British 
Commonwealth; and other states, some 
now neutral and some perhaps likely 
to remain neutral to the end. 

For the settlement will not be the 
affair of the victors alone—if we are 
the victors. It will be the concern of 
the world at large. 

In Great Britain a discussion of 
war aims is being carried on from 
week to week -in several important 
periodicals. Leaders in the intellec- 
tual life of Britain take part. There 


is apparent a growing determination ~ 


that there shall be no repetition of the 
errors of Versailles: 

We think it important that the dig- 
cussion of war aims shall proceed not 
only in Britain but. in Canada also.

Three Hundred Delegates Hear Most Encouraging Reports. on Progress of Company 


WINNIPEG, Nov. 15th.— Delegates 
to the annual meeting of United Grain 
Growers, Limited, assembled at Win- 
nipeg today, heard encouraging reports 
of improved operating results of the 
Company during the last fiscal year 
ended July 31st, 1939. Three hundred 
delegates were present at the meeting 
representing shareholders’ locals in 
the Provinces of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta and British Columbia. 
An outstanding feature of the meeting 
was an address delivered at the dele- 
gates’ dinner on Wednesday night, 
when the Honorable James G. 
Gardiner, Minister of Agriculture for 
Canada, issued a message to Canadian 
farmers. 

Operating Profit 

Operating profit of United Grain 
Growers Limited for the past fiscal 
year “amounted to $646,602.95 which 
compares. with a corresponding’ figure 
of $254,613.40 for the previous year 
and an amount of $137,846.54 for the 
fiscal year ended July 3lst, 1987.

The total reduction in debt 
during the past ten years amounts to 
$2,448,938.69, during which time share- 
holders received dividends amounting 
to $1,000,000.00. The total payment 
of dividends by the Company during 
its-history has amounted to more than 
$4,000,000.00 or $1,000,000.00 in ex- 
cess of the paid-up capital of the 
Company. hile earnings during 
recent years were small owing to crop 
conditions in the West, the report 
stated that shareholders can reason- 
ably anticipate a return to former 
conditions when their investment real- 
ized a fair return. In addition, antici- 
pating the possibility of resumption of 
patronage dividends, a resolution was 
presented to the meeting by the Board 
of Directors to authorize such pay- 
ments. 
Shareholders’ Equity 

- Working capital of the Company 
was increased during the fiscal year 
by $146,209.11 to a total. of $1,159,- 
764.38. Against capital assets with a 
book value of $10,908,338.23, depre- 
ciation reserve has now been provided 
of $4,696,475.01 so that these assets 
are carried into the balance sheet at 
$6,211,863.22. The shareholders’ equi- 
ty in the Company is represented by: 
paid-up capital stock $3,189,401.51, a 
general reserve of $1,647,057.42 and 
capital and earned surplus of $328,- 
380.12 or a total of $5,164,839.05. 
The Company’s elevator system in- 
cludes 439 country elevators, a ter- 
minal elevator at Port Arthur with 
a capacity of 5,500,000 bushels and a 
terminal elevator at Vancouver with 
a capacity of 2,600,000 bushels. 

_A review was presented of legislative 
developments concerned with grain 
at the last session of Parliament and 
of the extensive part taken by the 
Company and by the Western Com- 
mittee on Agricultural Re-establish- 
ment in securing improvements. An- 
nouncement was made that the Com- 
pany is now operating a co-operative 

lan for marketing wheat under the 

heat Co-operative Marketing Act of 
1939. This is of interest of course, 
only to farmers who have more wheat 
to market than the 5,000 bushels 
which can be delivered to the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board. 


Representations to Dominion 
Government 

Report was made of representations 
recently made to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment in the hope of bringing about 
more satisfactory conditions as_ to 
volume and price in connection with 
wheat sales to Great Britain. 

The report strongly urged that the 

roject for establishing a ‘Canadian 

heat Institute, which had _ been 
endorsed by the report of the Royal 
Grain Enquiry Commission, should be 
proceeded with at once. There should 
be no delay until the end of the war, 
the report pointed out, because of the 
necessity of preparing to meet diffi- 
culties in wheat marketing which may 
exist when peace is restored. 

Stress Need for Unity 


In respect to the war the Company 
had assured the Government of its 
fullest co-operation and especially of 
its assistance in national decisions with 
respect to agriculture which will have 
to be made from time to time. Inj|that 
connection the report stressed need 
for unity of artion among wester 
agricultural organizations in dealing 
with problems arising out of the wér 
and in consultation with the Gév- 
ernment. . 

Reference was made to the fact that 
United Grain Growers, Limited, as- 
sumed its present form during the 
last war,.when the Alberta Farmers 
Co-operative Elevator Company and 
the Grain Growers Grain Company 
were amalgamated to form United 
Grain Growers, Limited: The Com- 
pany’s experience during the last war 
and in the years following it should 


equip it to assist in meeting the 
problems that will arise during the 
present struggle and during the years 
immediately following it. 
In Two War Time Cabinets 

One aspect of the Company’s re- 
sponse to national needs during the 
last war was the acceptance of service 
by its former President, the Honorable 
T. A. Crerar, in Canada’s war time 
Government. Mr. Crerar is the only 
member of that former war Govern- 
ment to be in the present Dominion 
Cabinet. A concluding paragraph of 
the report read: 

‘“‘Removed as is: Western Canada 
from the actual theatre of conflict,

there are no people who realize more , 
keenly than do the farmers of western 
Canada the necessity of a sound inter- 
national structure to follow this war 
if peace is to be permanent and if the 
prosperity which is possible is to come 


‘to the peoples of the world. Their 
occupation in producing for export 
has. long made the farmers of the 
Prairies familiar with such funda- 


mental facts.”

downfall of the masses in the past 
has been a division within their ranks. 
Let us cultivate the vision so necessary 
and. build up our strength, for we 
shall need more and stronger battalions 
of devoted men and women marching 
in no uncertain manner if we are to 
have a voice in the rebuilding of this 
New Age. 

Let us never again be as gullible 
as we have been in the past. Let 
no red herring thrown across the trail 
we are blazing detract us from our 
goal. Nothing short of a triumphant 
Co-operative World which means the 
vanquishment of the Capitalistic sys- 
tem, will suffice. 

The mighty oceans are so easily 
spanned today. The vast Hinterlands 
once so remote are in reality so very 
near today (due to the ingenuity of 
man) and yet at what a distance na- 
tions try to keep each other, by the 
means of tariffs and bonuses on the 
one hand, and every imaginable trade 
treaty and concession on the other 
in a vain attempt to capture and hold 
the markets of the world. 

Root Cause of War 

This whole matter which seems so 
complex (being so shrouded in diplo- 
macy) is the root cause of all -wars, 
big or small, and yet is so easy to 
solve by the adoption of the principles 
of Co-operation—the goal we are 
striving for and which will be attained 
if we have sufficient faith and staying 
power.

This day will surely come, but only 
when man-made restrictions inter- 
cepting the free exchange of goods, 
are cast aside and a world wherein 
each may get his fair share of this 
world’s goods according to his labors 
is established. This, I believe to ‘be 
your aim and my aim, simply carried 
a little further afield than Central 
Alberta. 

Build Better World on Ruins 

We must as individuals strain every 
effort to win this war, but I would 
beseech each to also concentrate on 
how to make out of the ruins, a world 
wherein victor and vanquished alike 
will be permitted to serve their 
fellow-men to the fullest. This cannot 
be until they are allowed to carry on 
their every-day vocations within their 
own spheres without thwarting bar- 
riers piled sky-high which stop the 
flow of the life-blood of all Nations.

Courses in Co-operation 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 15th.—Co- 
operation is taught in the schools of 
Mexico both by precept and example. 
In addition to courses devoted to the 
co-operative movement, the Minister ° 
of Public Education has just announc- 
ed that in Mexico City alone there are 
434 student-teacher co-operatives. 
Student membership reached 76,310 
this year; 2,951 are teachers. 

Students pay a small membership 
fee, elect their own board of directors, 
and buy their books and school supplies 
from their own business. In 1937 
there wete 350 such co-operatives; 
in 1938 these had increased to 413. 
The national federation of student 
co-operatives is now printing school 
books at a fraction of their former

Must Obtain Permit 


F.M.B.—Your Agreement for Sale 
is dated before the first of July, 1936. 
You must therefore obtain a permit 
from the Debt Adjustment Board 
before you can commence proceedings 
to collect. The Board will require 
you to make some reduction, probably 
to the extent of agreeing to compute 
interest at 5 per cent instead of 
6 per cent since 1930 or 1932,: and 
you will have to agree to accept 5 per 
cent in the future. 
the above I think the Debt Adjustment 
Board would consider your application. 


Doubt if Claim Yet Outlawed 

X.Y.Z.— While the note in question 
is dated 1929, I gather from your 
letter that the company obtained 
judgment against you in 1932...x.In 
any event you appear to have made 
certain payments since 1929. If the 
company obtained judgment then, 
I am sure the claim would not yet 
be outlawed. If no judgment was 
obtained, I still doubt if the note is 
outlawed, as the six-year period dates 
from the last payment ‘or written 
acknowledgment of the debt and 
for a time the company would be 
protected by the Debt Adjustment 

oard. In any event, the company 
would have to apply to the Debt 
Adjustment Board for a permit to 
commence proceedings against you, 
and the Board would no doubt require 
them to make a considerable reduction 
before assisting them to collect. 


No Such Dominion Limitation 

M.Z.—There is no Dominion legis- 
lation limiting the rate of interest on 
a mortgage to 6 per cent, as suggested 
in your letter. If the mortgage was 
given before July Ist, 1936, then the

What Do We Farm People 
Need to Do Most? 


By GEORGE THRING 
President, Junior U.F.A, 


To the question, ‘‘What do we farm 
young people need to do most?” 
the answer is ‘‘Organize!”’ 

In these trying and uncertain times 


we must realize that we farm people © 


have a burden equalled by no other 
group, because without our products 
the nations could not be fed. There- 
fore as our industry rises in import- 
ance, we must be prepared by being 
united, so that our common troubles 
may be_ forcefully and_ effectively 
brought before our governments. 


Long, Hard Road Ahead 

It is in this sense that I see a crying 
need for more Juniors and locals in 
which we may lay the foundation 
work for the long, hard’ road that lies 
in the uncertain days that are to come 
irrespective of a peace or continued 
war in the immediate years. 

We have no better placé to start to 
organize than right at home and if 
each one of us undertook to try getting 
a few more interested, our membership 
would come up by leaps and bounds. 
That is my first conclusion. Three or 
four of us cannot cover this Province 
and do the work every Junior should 
be able to accomplish in his or her 
home community. We haven’t the 
funds for one thing, and secondly only 
by greater membership can we_ hope 
to accomplish much in the lifte of 
bettering our own conditions. There- 
fore we must all co-operate in this 
as well as many other things.

1 cup raisins, and boil in 6 tablespoons 
water until tender. Sift 2 cups flour 
with 1 teaspoon each soda and cimma- 
mon; combine with creamed mixture 
and add raisins and the water they 
were cooked in. Add 2 cups rolled 
oats and 1/2 cup chopped nut meats; 
drop by teaspoonfuls onto a greasec 
baking sheet and cook in a hot oven 
for about ten minutes.

| World Wheat Situation 


The pick-up in British purchasing. 
of Canauian wheat and the allotment 
of a considerable number of'ships to 
transport wheat from Montreal to 
Liverpool suggests that some arrange- 
ments may have been entered into 
between Canada and the United King- 
dom with regard to the sale of a sub- 
stantial portion of the Canadian crop. 
Hon. T. A. Crerar has been repre- 
senting the Canadian government at 


Empire conferences being held in 
London. He has with him George 
Melvor, chairman of the Canadian 


Wheat Board, Dr. Shaw, and other 
government officials. The supplying 
of food to Britain during the war was 


certainly on the agenda for discussion 


at the conferences. 


During the past week some _-rain‘ 


was received in the United States 
hard winter wheat region, but not in 
sufficient volume or over enough 
territory to do a great deal of good. 
Wheat is selling in the United States 
at about 18c¢ higher than in Canada. 
United States people believe that there 
would be a substantial increase in 
prices in that country. were it ‘not 
for the huge supplies in Canada. If 
the spreat, becomes wide enough 
Canadian wheat-tould jump the tariff 
barrier and invade the United States 
markets. 

The weather has turned more favor- 
able in Argentina, but all hope for a 
bumper crop has disappeared because 
of the heavy acreage abandonment 
from excess moisture. Argentina is an 
aggressive seller these days, and is 
obviously eager to get rid of her 
surplus before the new crop starts to 
roll to market. 

The Australian crop seems to be 
improving and the estimate of pro- 
duction is now 180 million bushels 
compared with 155 million last year. 

World trade was up to 10,617,000 
bushels last week, a sizeable increase 
from the previous week. Argentina, 
with shipments: of 5,148,000, contrib- 
uted nearly half of the total. North 
America shipped 3,549,000 bushels 
and the Black Sea 1,264,000. 

The feature of the week, as far as 
Canada was concerned, was the in- 
crease in the estimate of Canadian 
wheat production issued by the Bureau 
of Statistics. The Canadian wheat 
crop is now given as 478,965,000 
bushels, which is 29,907,000 bushels 
above the September estimate. The 
prairie crop is placed at 452 million, 
an increase of 30 million over the 
September estimate. Last year’s Can- 
adian crop was 350 million bushels. 

The Canadian visible supply on 
the 10th of November totalled 350,- 
471,061 bushels, a decline of a million 
bushels from the previous week. Har- 
vesting is pretty well cleaned up on 
the prairies. Wintry weather may be 
expected at any time, and deliveries 
have declined to moderate figures.

Within less than fifteen minutes after Hitler and 
several aides had left the Munich beer: cellar in 
which they had been celebrating the abortive Nazi 
putsch of 1923, a terrific explosion killed seven persons 
and injured 63 others. Hitler’s escape was attributed 
to the fact that he left unexpectedly early to return 
to Berlin. An official said that the explosion occurred 
at the exact time when Hitler ordinarily would have 
begun to speak. It is believed in some quarters that 
the wrecking of the hall was a Nazi party “‘inside 
job,” as only Nazis were allowed to have anything 
to do with arrangements for the rally; but the world 
has been given no clear evidence upon which to base 


Nazis’ inspired press charged the British secret 
service had a hand in it—a statement received with 
derision outside Germany. The picture above was 
taken before the beer hall rally, and shows Hitler 
with some of his lieutenants.

Low Countries Fear Invasion 
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’ Alarmed (according to unofficial British sources) by a Nazi request 
that they should permit Nazi planes to fly over Dutch and Belgian terri- 
tory and allow Nazi submarines to use Dutch and Belgian waters, Holland 
and Belgium last week took advanced defence measures. The Nazi request 
(the report stated) was refused, and later the Berlin: Government gave 
assurances it would respect the neutrality of the Low~Countries if they 
themselves maintained it strictly. Belief that these countries may be 
invaded still persists, however. In Holland all army leaves were cancelled 
and villages evacuated as a wide strip in Utrecht province and another 
to the east were flooded. Belgian troops took over all main roads from 
the. border as far back as Louvain. A German drive might come through 
Lemburg province, over which Nazi aeroplanes werereported, or through 
Brabant.’ Belgium has 60,000 troops under arms along her three lines
